"Upon the first intimation that the 
Trust company had made unusual com ­ 
mitments in the case,” says Mr. Kil­ 
burn, “a special Inquiry was Instituted 
to 
ascertain

facts, and I was 
amazed to find that undertakings had 
been T n tered into and liabilities in­ 
curred which not only jeopardized the*} 
solvency of the trust company, but; 
flagrantly transgressed the law.

“The company had made n u m ero u s 
loans without collateral other thtfn 
shipbuilding stock and securities, o r e 
of them to Mr Dresser, the p re sid en t 
of the company, and to Mr. Nixon /for 
nearly $1,750,000. 
It had besides g u a r ­ 
anteed loans made by other in stitu ­ 
tions to Mr. Dresser and Mr. M ;xon 
amounting to $2,000,000. 
i 
“ I required, under the a lte r fa tiv e 
that the company be referred 
once 
to the attorney general for proceed­ 
ings in insolvency, that there la* some 
very thorough straightening. 
T he di­ 
rect loan* to Mr Dresser a n d to Mr.

O ne of tho many excellent sugges­ 
tions m ade by G overnor N ash in his 
last annual m essage deals with the 
subject of prim ary elections and points 
out the necessity of further legisla­ 
tion on the subject.

ernor's argum ents on the subject. The 
prim ary election is the fountain head 
of the electoral system , and through 
it the choice of a p a rty ’s candidates 
are made. 
In a county like Colum­ 
biana w here the m ajo rity 
is 
over­ 
whelmingly one-sided it virtually de­ 
cides who shall hold the offices. 
There 
is, therefore, as the executive urges, 
every reason why the prim ary should 
ho surrounded by all the safeguards 
th a t protect th e general election.

and every friend of h onest elections 
and purity in polities should join with 
th e governor in bringing every possi­ 
ble influence to bear upon the legisla­ 
tu re to induce it to give th e people!

N E C E S S IT Y F O R E C O N O M Y . 
All tills em phasises Hie necessity for 
the strictest economy In tile ad m in istra­ 
tion of all Hie affairs of the state 
I re ­ 
gret to say that I do not now see in a re­ 
direction a disposition to economize and 
to confine the expenditures for Hie state 
to actual necessities, 
rp on 
Hie 
other 
hand. Hit* feeling seems to be abroad that 
Hie resources of the state are unlim ited. 
From m any sources comes the demand 
that the state shall enter upon the b uild ­ 
ing of arm ories 
for

T ills fund w as created for the purpose 
of securing money w ith which to pay Hie 
principal and interest of Hie funded debt 
of the state when it became due, and also 
the Interest on the irreducible debt of 
the state. 
P rio r to A p ril 29. 1902, the 
levy for this purpose was three-tenths 
of one m ill upon each dollar of valuation 
of taxable property of the state.

29th of A pril. 1902. this levy w as reduced 
to eighteen-hundredths of one m ill, a re ­ 
duction of twelve-hundredths of one mill 
T his saved to the taxable property of the 
state Hie sum of $139.040 00 during the 
lust year, and on Hie new duplicate w ill 
Save this year Hie sum of $140,000.00.

B y the act of A pril 29, 1902, the levy 
for the support of common schools was 
.educed from one mill on each dollar of 
valuation of taxable property to 95-100 of 
one mill.

form atory and benevolent Institutions, or 
nearly 70 per cent of Hie whole am ount. 
I cannot conceal a conviction that there 
has not been Hie econom y and prudence 
exercised In caring for these Institutions 
and their expenses that there should have 
been, and Unit the cost of their m ain ­ 
tenance and support has been and now is 
larg e r than necessary. 
I 
believe 
that 
large sums might have been saved by tho 
use of some system of com petitive bid­ 
ding In buying Hie supplies for these in ­ 
stitutions. 
I have seen m arked im pro ve­ 
ment in Hie economy of those institutions 
w here such a course has been pursued. 
I recommend that this general assem bly 
enact a law , m aking It obligatory upon 
all the Institutions of the state to p u r­ 
chase their supplies 
bv 
some p ractical 
and effective method of com petitive bid­ 
ding. 
It Is also im portant that econom y 
and prudence should tie exercised In Hie 
use and distribution of Hie supplies afte r 
they are purchased.

report received from the secretary of the 
bourd of state charities, I am inform ed 
that the num ber of insane persons in in ­ 
firm aries on the 1st of M ay.

infirm aries on the sam e date was 236 — 
total number, 1020. 
T h is indicates that 
the Increase In thecapa«’it y of these in s ti­

O H IO N A T IO N A L G U A R D . 


T he N atio n al guard of Ohio is iii good 
condition, and during the last ye ar tins 
made m arked im provem ent In discipline 
and in everything 
that 
m akes fo r its 
efficiency. 
Under recent 
enactm ents of 
the general governm ent, her policy In re ­ 
gard to the N atio n al guard bas un der­ 
gone a com plete change. 
T he guard has 
become an arm of the national g o vern ­ 
ment which can be utilized by the n a ­ 
tion for defense in case of foreign w ar 
or Invasion. 
A t the same time, it re ­ 
m ains an arm of the state governm ent 
w hich she can use in case of riots or 
disturbances of the lienee, or when it is 
necessary to enforce the civ il law s of 
the state by arm ed force. 
It seems to 
be the policy of the federal governm ent 
to expend 
each 
ye ar 
about the sam e 
am ount of money In the m aintenance of 
the guard as the state governm ent ex 
pends. 
D uring the last ye ar the United 
States has arm ed 
our 
N atio n al 
guard 
w ith the new K l ag-Jorgensen rifles, and 
has 
altogether 
spent 
about 
as 
m uch 
money upon the sam e as the state g o v­ 
ernm ent itself 
D urin g the next ye ar I 
suggest that our guard be placed In Hie 
cam ps of the United States, w hich are 
m aintained for 14 days, for discipline nnd 
Instruction. 
If this is done. the g o ve rn ­ 
ment of the United States w ill furnish 
transportation and subsistence, pay tile 
comm issioned officers the com pensation 
of like officers In the United States arm y 
and the p rivates and non-commissioned 
officers the com pensation of privates and 
non-oomrnissloned officers in the United 
States arm y 
Under this plan the pri 
vates w ill only receive 43 centH per day, 
and tile non-commissioned 
officers 
Hie 
same com pensation as like officers In Hie 
United States arm y. 
T h is 
is 
not 
s u f­ 
ficient 
The state pays her privates and 
non-commissioned officers when in state 
cam p one dollar per day. 
T h is is not too 
much, a n i I suggest that the state m ake 
an appropriation 
so 
that they can 
be 
paid. when our money is added to g o v ­ 
ernm ent pay, the same com pensation as 
the state pays. 
Our guard, in order to 
become efficient, should have dr ill in the 
arm ories, in addition to w h at they re ­ 
ceive in the cam ps, of at least one night 
week. or 48 night 
in 
the 
year. 
O ur 
guard is composed of men who work for 
their living, and I suggest 
that 
each 
member receive a sm all com pensation of, 
say, 25 cents per night, or $12 a year. 
for these w eekly drills, and recommend 
that an appropriation be made for this 
purpose. 
M U N IC IP A L C O D E. 
The new act for the organization and 
governm ent of Hie m unicipal corporations 
of the state, passed by the Seventy-fifth 
general assem bly 
in 
e xtraord inary ses- 
rion, on Oct. 22. 1902, bas now been tn 
lur ce for all purposes about eight months. 
It has restored constitutional governm ent 
o all the cities and villages of Ohio and 
has 
brought 
uniform ity 
and 
security 
where d iversity and confusion had long 
prevailed. 
No doubt experience w ill show 
that In some p articulars this law should 
be amended. 
No doubt there have a l­ 
ready been discovered during the short 
tim e In w hich it has been in operation 
some unavoidable errors that should be 
corrected. 
Bu t In the consideration of 
these 
questions, 
the 
general 
assem bly 
should 
be careful 
not 
to 
m ake 
an y 
changes w hich w ill depart from the safe 
path of uniform m unicipal governm ent, 
or invite a return to the dangers of the 
past. 
The same dcfeefs which form erly ex 
isled in the m unicipal law s of Ohio are 
still found In the school law s of the state 
in the law s regulating the registration 
of voters and the conduct of e la tio n s 
arid In t hose affecting the organizatl rn 
of counties 
and

T here is a necessity for the enactm ent 
of law s governing 
p rim a ry 
elections Iii

The p rim a ry is the fountain 
head o f our electoral system , and there­ 
fore there Is eve ry reason w hy it should 
be surrounded by all the safeguards that 
protect the general elections. 
Abuses In 
the conduct 
of 
p rim a ry elections have 
been frequent nnd disgraceful In some of 
our cities and In other parts of the state. 
In m any precincts, as Hie p rim aries are 
now conducted, m ore votes arn often cast 
by one p arty a t its prim aries than are 
cast by both p arties at the general elec­ 
tion. 
T he system now in vogue invites 
corruption and fraud, and I earnestly re ­ 
commend 
th a t 
some 
method for (’on- 
trolling these p rim a ry election 
be d e­ 
vised 
that w ill 
render them fa ir 
and 
honest. 
O F F IC E O F A T T O R N E Y G E N E R A L . 


F o r a num ber of years there has been 
a m arked increase In the legal business 
of Hie state and a proportionate grow th 
In the Im portance of the office of the a t ­ 
torney general. 
A t the sam e time, there 
has been m anifested ii disposition to d i­ 
vide the responsibility for the legal work 
of the state by the em ploym ent of Inde­ 
pendent counsel, at a large expense, for 
some of the departm ents. 
I deem tills a 
good occasion to call attention 
to the 
need of cen terin g the responsibility for 
the conduct of nil litig atio n find Hie p er­ 
form ance of all 
legal services for the 
state, or a n y of the departm ents thereof, 
In its ch ief law officer, the atto rney gen­ 
eral. 
T h ere is no reason, in m y Ju d g ­ 
ment, w h y tho atto rn ey general of the 
state should occupy an y different relation 
to it, or to an y of Its departm ents, than

of

In

governor's office, the con ferring of Hie 
veto pow er upon the chief executive; in 
the office of the secretary of stute, the 
enforcem ent of the new law s affecting 
corporations; In the office of the auditor 
of state, the establishm ent of the bureau 
of uniform accounting; in the insurant 
departm ent,
